We rather pride ourselves on the fact that THE

traveling salesman. He has ever had and ever will 
have our sincere admiration. He needs no one’s sym- 
pathy or assistance. He has his own well-established 
place in the world of bus'ness, and an honorable place 
at that. He deserves well of his country and has 
demonstrated time and again his loyalty and patriotic 
devotion to its best interests. 

In the enthusiastic words of a twentieth century 
sales manager, “though the advance guard in times of 
peace and prosperity, he has always, as a rear guard, 
stood like a great rock in times of commercial ad- 
versity and despondency, for when the dark clouds of 
panic and depression have obscured the light and the

WHEN the national convention for the extension of 
the foreign commerce of the United States assembled 
in Washington, January 14, it was gen- 
No Time for erally recognized as the most important 
Peaeet assemblage of its kind ever convened in 
Politics. ; 
this country. 

The movement for the convention originated with 
the New York Board of Trade and Transportation and 
brought together nearly a thousand delegates, from 
national, state and local associations, including the 
National Association of Manufacturers, the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, the National 
Hardware Association of the United States, the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men, the National Ma- 
chine Tool Builders’ Association, the National Asso- 
ciation of Agricultural Implement and Vehicle Manu- 
facturers, the Paint Grinders’ Association of the 
United States, the National Association of Box Manu- 
facturers, the American Bankers’ Association, the 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers, the Ameri- 
can Trade Press Association, and the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association. 

Some notable addresses were made during the con- 
vention, among them speeches by President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Root. The Secretary of State declared 
himself unequivocally in favor of a maximum and 
minimum tariff for the United States, and the con- 
vention by a large majority adopted a _ resolution 
favoring a maximum and minimum tariff for five 
years, up to twenty per cent of the existing duties, at 
the discretion of the President, as may be necessary to 
secure a most favored nation treatment for a like 
period without general revision of the tariff. 

President Roosevelt in his address strongly urged 
the building up.of the American merchant marine and 
the South American trade. He said, “At the present 
time the only ships carrying the American flag which 
the South Americans see are our warships. I want 
them to see our peace ships as well. I want them to 
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be convinced not only of our pol'tical friendship, but o 
our trade friendship also.” 

The country at large will echo the hope expresse: 
by the President that the meeting of the conventio: 
in the national capital will result in immediate benefi 
to our foreign commerce. This is no time to play pea 
nut politics. 








ReEcENT reports of the money order business tran- 
sacted at the Chicago Post Office show very plainly 
that hardware dealers throughout. the

houses is won, even if those houses have 
been “stuck” on their stove business. 

At the conventions now being held dealers’may be 
inclined to flatter themselves that the mail order 
houses are losing their grip, but the post office statis- 
tics do not warrant any such conclusion, and it becomes 
more evident every day that the fight against the mail 
order concerns to retain local business for the local 
dealers must be a continuous performance. 

The money order business transacted at the Chicago 
Post Office for January, 1907, exceeded that of Jan- 
uary, 1906, by more than I! per cent in the total num- 
ber of transactions and more than 17 per cent in the 
amount. The number of domestic orders issued in 
January, 1907, was 12,251 and the amount $139,632, 
against 14,712 orders issued in the corresponding 
month of 1906 to the amount of $169,354. 

The domestic orders paid at the Chicago Post Of- 
fice in January of this year numbered 947,503, and 
their amount was $5,438,747, a considerable increase 
over the month of January, 1906, when 860,918 do- 
mestic orders were paid in Chicago and their amount 
was $4,801,904. 

It will be seen that nearly a million domestic money 
orders were paid at the Chicago Post Office last 
month. How many of these do you suppose orig- 
insted in your territory, Mr. Hardware Retailer, and 
were cashed by Chicago mail order concerns?

Things have reached such a pass that in many ill- 
regulated minds the impression seems to have grown 
up that the possession of wealth is criminal and its 
possessors enemies of the body politic. 

Politicians who trade upon the prejudices of the ig- 
norant have encouraged the growth of this idea and it 
has become widespread. It has grown and flourished 
like any other noxious weed. 

Sown in discontent and envy, watered by the croc- 
odile tears of the hypocrite, and cultivated by the 
politician, it begins to threaten danger to the crop of 
American industry, and it seems to me that the time 
has arrived for patriots to arrest its progress. 
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[he unchecked growth in any community of the 
ca that the possession of wealth per se is criminal, 
that any combination of wealth for industrial pur- 
ses is criminal or even suspicious per se, must inev- 
iiably react injuriously, like any other false doctrine. 
The question then is, have we gone too far or are 
we going too far, in the denunciation of capitalistic 
enterprise? Has the danger point been reached or is 
it close at hand? 
If so, it is time to call a halt and take our bearings.

Frankly I confess at the outset that I have never 
been able to see any great amount of humor in the 
daily exploitation by professional humorists of the fact 
that John D. Rockefeller has a bald head. It seems 
to me that it would be funnier if he hadn’t. 

Yet we are asked to laugh day in and day out, year 
after year, ad infinitum and ad nauseam, at caricatures 
of this septuagenarian—and why? 

Simply because he is the possessor of more or less 
fabulous wealth! Simply because he succeeded in the 
dollar-hunt we are all engaged in, brethren, reached 
a premier position in the world of business, and then 
retired to enjoy his old age in his own way.

What if there is no thatch left on his high-grade 
brain-box for the playful zephyrs of the golf links to 
toy with? American men of seventy are not usually 
overburdened with hair, and just because this par- 
ticular specimen of American manhood happens to 
have made more money than the most successful of 
the guild of cartoonists and humorists and smart para- 
graphers, is that any reason why Mr. Rockefeller 
should be served up to us even in the sensational press 
at breakfast, luncheon, dinner, late supper, and be- 
tween meals? 

Between ourselves, now, don’t you think it is a vul- 
gar idea, in the worst sense of the term, and intended 
merely for the delectation of the vulgar?

Understand, please, that I am not engaging in any 
defense of illegal acts by any persons or corporations 
in the pursuit of wealth. There are laws to deal with 
such acts, perhaps so many of them that they nullify 
one another—but that is another story. 

I am simply contending that the possession of capi- 
tal is not a condition to be derided or condemned 
and that the combination of capital for purposes of 
commerce or of industrial development is no crime, 
while there is rapidly arising in the United States a 
false sentiment in regard to the capitalist and to capi- 
tal that should be arrested as opposed to our best in- 
terests as a manufacturing and industrial people.

Under our American system the man with money is 
not entitled to any special privilege, but there is noth- 
ing in the Constitution or the statutes that says he 
shall be regarded as a criminal or be treated as a pub- 
lic enemy. 

Under the Constitution and the law the man with a 
lollar and the man with a million are supposed to be 
qual and it is only the irresponsible demagogue who 
lakes the man of money a target for the mud of the 
lan with none. 
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“Trusts and monopolies,” “monopolies and trusts” 
are the shibboleth with which many a fallacious argu- 
ment against genuine enterprise is made to pass mus- 
ter as logic. 

The less the demagogue knows of the world’s real 
work, the less he knows of the nature of a trust, the 
more he shouts the shibboleth. ‘Down with trusts 
and monopolies,” “Down with Capital” with a cap- 
ital C. 

What he really means, deep down in his little heart 
of hearts, is “Down with the man who has worked 
harder than I have, who has more money than I have, 
who has more friends, more influence, more power in 
the community! Down with the man who has been 
successful, that I may climb upon his neck and reach 
a higher place!” 

This kind of demagogue is abroad in the land and 
I believe I am not overstating it when I assert that he 
is becoming a national menace. He is a reversion to 
the savage type, sordid and selfish. 

x * x 

Out in Oklahoma they are holding a constitutional 
convention to frame up a new constitution for a brand 
new state. The telegraph told us the other day that 
they had adopted the following provision: 

“Trusts and monopolies shall be treated as crim- 
inals, and be prohibited.”’ 

There you have it in concrete form! Though there 
are eight or ten different kinds of trusts, good, bad 
and indifferent, all are to be lumped together as 
“criminals,” and the thing really aimed at and accom- 
plished is to declare the possession of wealth 
CRIMINAL. 

If this is not a dangerous condition of things in 
a manufacturing nation I am very much mistaken. 

Do we want to frighten capital, to stifle enterprise, 
to put the brakes on our industrial development ? 

* * * 

If you doubt that such may be the effect read the 
warning contained in the following words written a 
few days ago to a Washington friend by Vice-Presi- 
dent W. C. Brown of the New York Central Rail- 
road : 

I believe the attacks on nearly every class of great cor- 
porate interests in this country are commencing to bear their 
legitimate and inevitable fruit, and already we can begin to 
see a slowing down of wheels. Within eighteen months from 
this time the chill which the commerce of the country will 
have received will make possible a substantial reduction in 
the figures given by James J. Hill of the railroads’ neces- 
sities. 

Men like Mr. Brown are not given to pessimism. 
They do not see bogy-men in every bush. They are 
not demagogues. They do not issue warnings with- 
out reason. 

The trade peril which Mr. Brown sees will be ap- 
parent, I think, to all who pause to consider the pres- 
ent situation. The demagogue with his senseless cry 
against capital and enterprise is the cloud no bigger 
than a real man’s hand on the horizon of our national 
prosperity. 

He is a small thing, but he is a pestiferous cuss and 
constitutes a real danger.

FRENCH IRON AND STEEL PRICES ADVANCE. 


Consul J. C. Covert, of Lyons, advises that the rolling 
mills of the center and Loire districts of France have 
sent out a general circular giving notice that they will 
charge 1 franc (19.3 cents) per hundred kilograms 
(220 pounds) of iron over and above the ruling and 
special prices. 

They also give notice of a rise of 1 france per hun- 
dred kilograms in standard quotations for iron mer- 
chant bars, standard and special shapes in steel bars, 
band-iron ties, sheets and plates, and in general for 
galvanized iron and for stamped and figured plates. 
The circular says that the mills which make this an- 
nouncement have an understanding with all the other 
mills in France. It is what in the United States would 
be called-a trust, but it excites not the least comment 
in France, as it is considered proper that the great in- 
dustrial concerns should fix their prices according to 
their own ideas.

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Dealers Meet at Milwaukee 





The eleventh annual convention of the Wisconsin 
Retail Hardware Association was held at Milwaukee, 
Feb. 6, 7 and 8. The convention assembled at 10 a. 
m., Wednesday, Feb. 6, in the large Assembly Hall 
of the new Public Service Building. Nearly 200 dele- 
gates were in attendance at the opening. 

President Emil Teitgen of Manitowoc called the 
meeting to order. He introduced Mayor Sherburn 
M. Becker of Milwaukee, who welcomed the Associa- 

‘tion to Milwaukee in a cordial address of some length. 

President Teitgen thanked the Mayor in behalf of 
the Association, for his cordial welcome and said: 
“We have held our meetings in your city for ten 
years, and always looked forward to these gatherings 
with pleasant anticipations. It is the hospitality of 
your people and the enterprise of your business men, 
headed by just such men as you, that has made Mil- 
waukee famous as a great convention center. Now 
we have incorporated in our by-laws that our annual 
meetings shali be held in the city of Milwaukee on 
the first Wednesday in February of each year. I 
hope that we shall with increased membership gather 
here from year to year, and that it will be the pleasure 
of our members to have you greet us as Mayor of 
Milwaukee many more times. 

Mr. Nash, of Grand Rapids—I move that a recess 
of ten minutes be taken to give the delegates an op- 
portunity of shaking hands with Mayor Becker. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 

Mayor Becker was also tendered a vote of thanks 
by the Association for his remarks. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


President Teitgen then addressed the Association 
in part as follows: 


Gentlemen of thé Wisconsin Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion: I beg to welcome you to this our eleventh annual con- 
vention in our magnificent new quarters.” It affords me great 
pleasure to note the progress we have made within the last 
ten years. I believe exactly ten years ago forty of us met 
at the Republican -House. We had our first convention there 
in a small room. ‘To-day we occupy the largest hall in the 
city of Milwaukee*With a representation of six hundred or 
more. 

Regarding the past year I wish to say that we have made 
great gains. We have increased in membership, importance 
and influence. Our national association has the confidence 
of the jobbers and the ,manufacturers. 

Our national executive committee, of which our friend 
McNamara is a Member; have during the past month settled 
out of cotirt the damage suit’ instituted by Mr. Stern of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN against the officers of our national 
association, thus saving us considerable expense and unde- 
sirable publicity. We have, at least for the time being, de- 
feated the Parcels Post Bill, the passage of which threatened 
the destruction of the present economic conditions of this 
country; and we have made other gains too numerous to 





mention. But as the years roll by we are confronted by ne 
conditions and problems which must be met and solved, man 
of them of such magnitude that the individual cannot cope 
with them and they can be brought to a successful issue onl, 
through associated effort. Here, gentlemen, lies the strength 
of our association, but this strength and benefit—the measur; 
of it—depends entirely on the loyalty of our members—per 
fect concert of effort, unbroken unity, going hand in hand in 
all our business relations, reaching down to the most unim- 
portant item we purchase. This in time will bring the best 
results to our members, for this translated into French would 
mean, “We must together sticken, each by each, and we will 
get there.” (Laughter.) 

Gentlemen, I would recommend that more stringent ef 
forts should be made that we may be more largely repre- 
sented in the legislative affairs of this country by men of 
commercial training instead of legal training. To-day our 
law-making bodies are too largely composed of men in the 
legal profession and naturally the laws that appeal to them 
are the ones by which they profit’ most. We want more 
laws that apply to us for the same reason. (Applause.) 

I should further recommend that some attention be given 
the matter of transportation, to the end that we may have 
some rate reform, and more particularly improvement in 
service. Delays in transit have become a serious proposition 
to us all. I have had stoves on the way this past fall eleven 
weeks, and when they came they were rusted so that I could 
not accept them. The company will not take them back and 
the railroad company will not pay for them. Some remedy 
should be devised. Gentlemen, this is a matter of impor- 
tance. 

I should further recommend—and I would urge this— 
that more persistent efforts should be made towards the or- 
ganization of local associations in cities and towns; the per- 
fection of the idea that we are in business for a living and 
not to kill off our competitors; the building up of a spirit of 
friendliness and good will towards our competitors, a willing- 
ness to join hands and help one another, instead of destroy- 
ing, thus broadening our views, broadening our business and 
broadening our life and affairs at home. Life is but short 
and we should make the best of it. 

Gentlemen, one of the very important and most direct 
benefits that our association offers its members is our mutual 
fire insurance. Our insurance is positively safe. Our com 
pany is founded upon correct and sound business principles. 
It is managed by safe and conservative business men—as 
good as we have got anywhere in the world, and it is fur 
nished to you at cost. 

To conclude, gentlemen, I wish to say that, besides seeing 
the exhibits, I hope you will make good use of your time in 
visiting one another, and I hope, gentlemen, that by the tim« 
this convention closes each of you will become personally 
acquainted with every member here, including your com 
petitors.

SECRETARY PECK’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


Secretary-Treasurer C. A, Peck then read his annual 
report, as follows: 


One year ago I reported 531 members. Of this number 
32 have either gone out of business, sold out or dropped their 
membership, and we have taken in 119 new members, so that 
to-day (January 29) we number 618. The complaints have 
been few and far between, and so far as I know have been 
satisfactorily adjusted. The unsettled difference with the 
Brand Stove Co. has recently been satisfactorily adjusted, 
so that we feel to-day that they are as loyal as the best. 


During the year past, at least two of our members have 
passed over the river we are all approaching, Samuel Jenkins 


f Mineral Point and H. F. Fehland of Merrill. Bro. Jen- 
kins joined the association in 1899, and I think has always 
been present at our annuals. He fully realized the impor- 
‘ance of united work, and was always willing to do what he 
uld to further the objects and aims of the association. 
‘iro. Fehland joined-us in 1898 and, while so engrossed with 
siness that he could not always meet with us, his influence 
is always with us. His death occurred January 14, 1907, 
| that he wzs universally mourned in his home town was 
‘ested by the closing of business places and the placing of 
gs at half mast. He was president of the hardware com- 
ny with which he was actively connected, as well as presi- 
nt of the County Agricultural Society; director in the Na- 
nal Bank, secretary of the Hotel Company and president 
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of the Aetna Mining Co. In all these varied offices he was 
ever faithful and true. 

Our insurance company statement shows several who 
have suffered from fire, more than we hope for or expect 
will be this year. 

On February 26 I mailed Senator Spooner 325 petitions 
against the Parcels Post Bill then pending, and twiee during 
the year I circularized the state—June 1 and October 16 
besides mailing 998 copies of our present program on the 
20th of last month. 

In regard to dues there were on March 5, 164 in arrears, 
which number I reduced by correspondence to 27 by July 5 
On these I made drafts, and 24 of them were paid. 

My work in the insurance company has called me to 
different parts of the state and thus given me a chance to 
meet many of you on your own stamping ground, which | 
have enjoyed very much, and I wish to add right here that 
I am deeply grateful for the universal good fellowship that 
has been bestowed upon me in every instance, save one, 
where I found a dealer who was candid enough to say that 
he did not open my printed matter and I quietly and will- 
ingly dropped his name from my mailing list, as I felt that 
we could do him no good and had my doubts about his 
being able to do us any. I made 18 trips, covering a fair 
part of the state from Kenosha to Ladysmith and from La 
Crosse to Manitowoc. On these trips I secured 51 new meim- 
bers, largely because of the benefit of the fire insurance, and 
if sometimes some of you may have dreamed that I was just 
a little too persistent, I beg pardon and my only excuse is 
that I fully realized that our success depended to a great 
extent upon the amount of business we could do. When | 
tell you that your company wrote over $120,000 last month 
I think you wiil agree with me that our work has not been 
entirely in vain, and we now have $37,000 in applications 
on file in the office to write. I confidently expect your com- 
pany will pass the two million mark the present year. It 
will very largely depend upon you. I would like to ask as 
a help for the future how many of you know of having lost 
any trade yourselves by transferring a part or all of your 
insurance to your own compzny? That objection is the one 
most often met by me.

SESSION THURSDAY, FEB. 7. 





President Teitgen called the association to order at 
_Io o'clock. 

Secretary Peck called the attention of the associa- 
tion to the invitation of the jobbers and manufac- 
turers of Milwaukee to attend the theater in the eve- 
ning, and also reminded the delegates of the acceptance 
of the invitation of the Schlitz Brewing Co. to visit 
their plant in. the afternoon. 

President Teitgen called on Mr. O. B. James of 
Richland Center to address the association on the sub- 
ject of “Advertising.” Mr. James’ address was a most 
practical and interesting one. 

Secretary Peck read a resolution offered by a dele- 
gate that the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Association 
extend an invitation to the National Retail Hardware 
Association to hold their next annual meeting in Mil- 
waukee. On motion the resolution was referred to the 
committee on resolutions. 

THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 

O. P. Schlafer, president of the Wisconsin Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Co., then ad- 
dressed the convention and said he would like to bring 
to the attention of the delegates a few of the benefits 
to be derived from carrying a policy in the home com- 
pany. The first year their business was something 
like $300,000; the next year was twice as large and 
the next year was doubled again; and the policies now 
in force amounted to nearly one and a quarter million. 
The past year had been an exceptional one as far as 
losses were concerned; there were three serious fires, 
one of $3,000, one of $2,600, and another one of $2,- 
000, which was more than the average of the mutual 
insurance companies, but notwithstanding this at the 
insurance meeting a few days ago the stockholders 
present voted to pay back 40 per cent on all policies. 
expiring during the year 1907. 

Mr. Schlafer also stated that the mutual company 
had effected an agreement with other mutual compa- 
nies by which the members could carry more than 
$3,000 in the home company. 

CONVICT-MADE TWINE. 


Mr. Nash of Grand Rapids addressed the conven- 
tion on the subject of the manufacture of binder twine 
by the convicts in the state penitentiary. He recom- 
mended that in case a bill was introduced in the legis- 


‘lature the members of the Hardware Dealers’ Associ- 


ation should co-operate with the Implement Dealers’ 
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Association. He suggested that there should be 5 
opposition to the passage of such a bill in the leg: - 
lature; that it would not be well for the associati: ) 
to go on record as being opposed to the bill; that tie 
members should correspond with their representatiy.s 
and request that if a bill is prepared it should pr. - 
vide that the business should be handled in an econo: - 
ical way—that is, to place the product in the hands | ; 
the dealers and let them handle it and let the state 
make the price that the dealer should charge. 

Mr. Fink thought it would be bad policy to pass a 
resolution denouncing the manufacture of twine 
the state; that there was a very small margin in twine 
and if the association should oppose the manufacture 
of twine in this way the farmers would take offense 
and it would have a tendency to make them patronize 
the catalogue houses. 

M. L. Corey, secretary of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association, .was introduced and addressed the 
convention briefly. 

Secretary Peck stated that $81,500 of additional in- 
surance had been taken by members of the association 
during the morning session. 

A message of congratulation and best wishes was 
read from the Nebraska Hardware Association. 

On motion the secretary was requested to acknow!- 
edge the receipt of same and tender the Nebraska 
Association the compliments of the Wisconsin Asso- 
ciation. 

The auditing committee reported that they had 
found the books of the treasurer correct, and on mo- 
tion the report was adopted. 


The Question Box. 

President Teitgen announced that the next thing on 
the program would be the. Question Box. 

A few questions were read relating to the advisa- 
bility of dealers purchasing goods from a certain cata- 
logue house. 

Among the questions presented were the following: 
“What will prevent a chimney from running creosote?” 

President Teitgen—Another question: “Does it pay 
to guarantee axes?” 

Voices—“No.” 

President Teitgen—That is a question that strikes 
us all. Some of us guarantee axes and others do not. 

A Delegate—I sell an axe for 90 cents. If they 
want a guarantee I charge $1.25 for the same axe and 
tell them why I do it. 

A vote by show of hands showed a large majority 
in favor of guaranteeing the goods. 

Mr. Findeisen—We do not make a practice of guar- 
anteeing axes. Of course if an ax is defective we do 
not want a customer to be the loser. Some time ago 
I sold an.ax to a man and he called me up over the 
telephone and said the ax was soft and he could not 
use it. I said for him to bring it in and if we found 
it as he said we would replace the ax. We found it 
as he stated. I knew the ax was worthless and I coul: 
not see any way in the world why that man should 
lose that ax. He paid me for a good ax. I replaced 
it although the ax was not warranted. 

President Teitgen—I practice the same thing in m: 
business. 

Mr. Clayburg—I have tried selling axes in two dif 
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ferent ways. I used to warrant the ax and charge 25 
cents more for them warranted. It caused me a lot 
of trouble. It caused a lot of enemies, so I decided 
to make a change. I started in and sold the axes for 
less money without any warrant. In a case, though, 
where an ax might turn out to be perfectly useless— 
that is, soft—I would treat the case the same as any 
other goods sold in the store. I would replace the 
goods if they were manifestly defective. This does not 
apply only to axes but to jackknives also. I don’t 
guarantee them and I have no trouble. 

On motion the reading of questions was postponed 
until the next session. 

The convention then adjourned until the next morn- 
tng at 9 o'clock. 

At the close of the session a local photographer 
photographed the delegates while seated in the hall. 

Election of Officers. 

The election of officers Friday morning resulted in 
the choice of J. Kornely of Milwaukee as president 
and James Murphy of Racine as vice-president, C. A. 
Peck of Berlin being re-elected secretary-treasurer. 
Two new members of the executive committee were 
elected, namely, O. A. Labudda of Oconto and O. B. 
James of Richland Center.

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Nebraska Hardware Dealers 
in Convention at Omaha 





The sixth annual convention of the Nebraska Re- 
tail Hardware Association was held at the Auditorium, 
Omaha, Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, Febru- 
ary 5, 6 and 7. 

President Nathan Roberts of Omaha called the con- 
vention to order at 2 p. m. Tuesday. An invocation 
was delivered by the Rev. E. H. Jenks and Mayor 
J. C. Dahlman of Omaha welcomed the delegates in 
a cordial speech to which response was made by 
Max Uhlig of Holdrege, ex-president. 

It was explained that the old constitution had been 
lost in a fire, and a proposed new constitution and by- 
laws, which had been prepared in advance, were pre- 
sented. With some slight changes they were adopted. 

The by-laws provide that while the first day’s ses- 
sion of the annual meetings shall be open, all other 
sessions may be executive or not, at the discretion of 
the executive committee. The reason given was that 
the catalogue houses have men out to spy on the do- 
ings of the retailers. Commenting on the provision of 
the by-laws, President Roberts instructed the sergeant- 
at-arms to be careful, during executive sessions, not to 
admit people they did not know. 

NO LIQUOR AT BANQUETS. 

One by-law adopted provides that no malt or intoxi- 
cating liquor of any kind shall be served at any ban- 
quet by the association. Membership fees were fixed 
at $5 and annual dues at $5, except for associate mem- 
bers among the jobbers and travelers, who are to pay 
$1 annually. Failure to pay dues within thirty days 
after they become due will suspend members. The 
by-laws provide for an annual meeting in February.

The president was authorized to appoint a legisla- 


trve committee of five. Among other things, this com- 
mittee is to discuss the advisability of advocating leg- 
islation to restrict peddling in the country. 

Treasurer H. J. Hall of Lincoln reported a balance 
on hand of $1,329.29. Receipts for 1906 were $3,- 
553-92, while expenditures were $2,224.43. 

Mr. Hall reported for himself and President Rob- 
erts as delegates to the last convention of the National 
Retail Hardware Association. He spoke with pride 
of the discussion on that occasion in regard to the fight 
of Nebraska retail organizations to have catalogue 
house advertisements eliminated from the publications 





of fraternal societies. In this connection Mr. Hall 
quoted from a letter of A. R. Talbot, head consul of 
the Modern Woodmen of America, in which Mr. Tal- 
bot promises that no catalogue or mail order houses 
could advertise in the organ of that society after the 
February issue. 

President’s Annual Address. 

“I hope very soon to see the consummation of my 
desires, namely, the federation of all lines of retail 
business,” said President Nathan Roberts of Omaha in 
his annual address. “To illustrate: An admission 
was made by the head of one of the largest mail order 
houses in Chicago. In an interview a short time ago 
he said if all lines made as aggressive a fight as the 
hardware men the mail order houses might well look 
to their laurels. 

“Federation of all kinds of retail merchandising, 
while yet in its infancy, is a step in the right direc- 
tion, and I am glad to say that our state is among the 
first to take the initiative. 

“Postal legislation is at present being considered by 
congress. Our hope is in Chairman Overstreet and 
his colleagues of the house committee that the inter- 
ests of the retailers of the country will not be jeopar- 
dized for the sole benefit of the very few. Certain 
‘postal reformers’ are arduously at work along the 
lines of a so-called ‘postal check currency system,’ and 
as retailers we must be prepared for any move in this 
direction. 

“The National Retail Hardware association, through 
its officers, is alive to all these issues and is watching 
zealously the interest of every retail hardware mer- 
chant in the country. 

“Our growth has been phenomenal. Upwards of 
10,000 retail merchants are connected with the state 
associations, and through them with the national asso- 
ciation.” 

Mr. Roberts recommended that the convention con- 
sider the subject of delayed freight deliveries. 

Report of Secretary. 

The report of Secretary J. Frank Barr of Lincoln 
gave the membership of the association at 301, of 
which 281 have paid their dues for 1906. This is a 
good showing, as the organization had but 198 mem- 
bers at the close of 1905. Since then 120 new mem- 
bers have been added, while death and business 
changes have lost seventeen members to the associa- 
tion. He spoke of the hardware exposition, a new 
venture this year, and attended with considerable 
financial risk. The outcome had proven more than sat- 
isfactory, he said, as the jobbers and manufacturers 
looked upon Omaha as a good place to exhibit and had 
taken the entire floor space of the Auditorium. 

In Mr. Barr’s capacity as secretary of the Hardware 
Mutual Insurance company he reported he had called 
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on dealers wherever possible, while in his capacity as 

secretary of the association he had presented to them 

the advantages of membership, inducing many of them 
to join. 
Smoker at Commercial Club. 

Tuesday evening the dealers were the guests of 
the Wright-Wilhelmy Company and the Lee-Glass- 
Andreesen Hardware Company at a smoker at the 
Commercial Club, and the ladies who came to Omaha 
with their husbands-were the guests of Omaha women 
at the Boyd Theatre. Wednesday afternoon a recep- 
tion was given at the Iler Grand for the visiting ladies. 
An entertainment by the exhibiting manufacturers was 
given Wednesday night in the Auditorium. 

Question Box a Feature. 

The convention resumed its session at 9 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. A question box was one of 
the features and there were addresses by R. W. Weav- 
érling of Peru, H. D. Leggett of Ord and F. W. Arndt 
of Blair. In the afternoon, among others who were 
scheduled to speak were W. C. Wright of Omaha, 
president of the National Hardware Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion; C. W. Asbury of Philadelphia, president of the 
National Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, .and 
S. R. Miles of Mason City, Ia., vice-president Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Association. 

Every available foot of space in the Auditorium was 
occupied by the exhibits of the factories and outside 
jobbers, the local jobbers choosing to make their 
showing at their own warehouses. Almost everything 
in the hardware line was shown and the attendance 
justified the efforts of the exhibitors. 

Mr. Weaverling’s Address. 

R. W. Weaverling of Peru spoke on the subject of 
parcels posts, declaring the mail order houses would 
be ‘the chief beneficiaries of stich a system, and warn- 
ing the merchants that any point which the cat houses 
might gain by legislation at the present session of 
congress would be but a stepping stone for further 
legislation in their favor. He said the parcels post 
system would centralize capital, industry and popula- 
tion, and merchants should take every opportunity to 
educate the farmers to this idea. He suggested one 
plan for fighting the catalogue houses. Reminding 
the merchants that on them the manufacturers are 
dependent and the advertising men on the merchants, 
he said the advertising man should be given to see 
that their efforts in lending publicity to the mail order 
houses would be inimical to their own interests. He 
left the obvious deduction that the merchants could 
work through the manufacturers to control the activity 
of advertising agencies. 

M. A. Hargleroad of Holstein suggested that some 
plan be evolved by which the merchants might have 
a record of jobbers who sell sometimes direct to con- 
sumers. No action was taken. 

Mr. Wright Advises Dealers. 

_W. S. Wright of Omaha, president of the National 
Hardware Jobbers’ Association, was the central figure 
Wednesday afternoon. After telling how the Omaha 
jobbers, not in hardware alone, but in all lines, had 
helped the Nebraska merchant by a successful fight 
to keep catalogue houses out of Omaha, he advised 
the merchants to buy from no house which does a half 
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jobbing and half retail-business. Such a one he me: 

tioned in a nearby trade center, one which expects to 
sell to retailers and yet keeps five salesmen to sell to 
consumers of various classes. For allowing this con 
dition to exist, the retailers themselves are to blame 
said Mr. Wright. 

Speaking of the national association of which he is 
president, Mr. Wright told how it had used its influ 
ence on the National Board of Trade, which a few 
years ago went on record in favor of parcels post. 
Last year it rescinded this action. 

Mr. Miles on Mutual Insurance. 

S. R. Miles of Mason City, Ia., vice-president of 
the National Retail Hardware Association, dwelt for 
the most part on the benefits of mutual insurance. 
Albert Degner of Norfolk followed him on the same 
subject, saying that the number of policies of the 
Nebraska Hardware Mutual Insurance Company had 
risen from 117 at the end of 1905 to more than 300 
at the close of 1906. 

R. N. Hurlbut of Hartington was present with a 
suit case full of cards, booklets and other advertising 
matter, to show how he advertised a country ‘store. 
Admitting the newspaper to be the best advertising 
agency, he showed how to use other agencies to best 
advantage. 

Advocates State Credit Bureau. 

C. C. Howell of Fairbury spoke on the subject of 
“Selling Goods with Small Margin or No Profit.” He 
advocated the organization of a state hardware credit 
bureau for the protection of the merchants. 

The Question Box brought out many suggestions 
for the cure of smaller trade evils. Several members 
reported they found difficulty in getting payment for 
stoves and other hardware broken by the railroads, 
and said the reason was the local agents of the rail- 
roads were favorable to catalogue houses. Sécretary 
Barr informed the aggrieved ones that the matter 
could be taken up with the traffic officials of the roads 
and the damages would undoubtedly be paid. 

The delegates decided to meet in Lincoln next year, 
accepting the invitation of Robert Joyce, a jobber of 
that city. 





KENTUCKY DEALERS MEET. 





The seventh annual convention of the Kentucky Re- 
tail Hardware Association was held at the Galt House, 
Louisville, February 5, 6 and 7. 

With over one hundred delegates present, the con- 
vention was called to order at 9 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing by President U. S. Shacklett of Fulton, Ky. Then 
followed a meeting of the executive committee of the 
association, the enrollment of members, the distribu- 
tion of badges and the collection of railroad certifi- 
cates. 

The afternoon session included the annual addresses 
of the president and the secretary and the annual re- 
port of the treasurer. President Shacklett in his ad- 
dress dwelt upon the growth and business of the asso- 
ciation during the year. He said that he did not think 
that ever before in the history of the hardware busi- 
ness had so large a quantity of goods been sold as 
during the past year. He said that the business in 
his city had been almost marvelous, notwithstanding 
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the fact that the roads had been bad at times and the 
farmers could not haul their crops. He said also that 
people were now buying a much better class of goods 
than ever before, which fact established proof of the 
remarkable prosperity being experienced by the people 
of the state. 

“Penny Postage vs. Parcels Post” was the subject 
of an address delivered at the afternoon session by M. 
L. Corey of Argos, Ind., secretary of the National Re- 
tail Hardware Association. W. P. Bogardus of Mt. 
Vernon, O., former president of the National Associa- 
tion, spoke on “Loyalty to Our Association, and Hard- 
ware Mutual Insurance Company.” Both addresses 
were delivered in executive session. 

The program for Wednesday morning included the 
following addresses: “The Hardware Store,” by W. 
B. Belknap of Louisville; “Benefits Derived From 
Handling Paints as a Side Line,? by R. C. Judge of 
Louisville; “Business Success, and How to Obtain 
Same,” by George T. Wright of Chicago. The fol- 
lowing papers were read: “Keep in Touch,” by John 
W. Read of Hodgenville; “The Vacation of a Hard- 
ware Man,” by John C. Frederick of Owensboro. A 
general discussion by the delegates followed. 

The Galt House was prettily decorated for the con- 
vention. Several well-known manufacturing firms 
arranged large and comprehensive exhibits of their 
wares in the parlors on the second floor of the hotel. 

On Wednesday evening the annual banquet of the 
association was held at the Galt House. An elaborate 
menu was served and enjoyed and many informal 
toasts were responded to.

ASBESTOS—NATURE’S UNIQUE PRODUCT. 








One of nature’s most wonderful and unique prod- 
ucts is asbestos, a material which, in spite of its exten- 
sive use, is comparatively unknown to the general 
public. Prior to 1850, it was looked upon principally 
as a curiosity, although Charlemagne (Roman Enm- 
peror from 800 to 814 A. D.) is said to have had a 
table cloth made of asbestos, which he cleaned by 
throwing into fire. 

There are two varieties of commercial asbestos, 
known as amphibole and chrysotile. The. former is 
used only to a comparatively small extent, as the fibres 
are short and without tensile strength and are, there- 
fore, not suitable for manufacturing many of the as- 
bestos products. Amphibole is used to some extent 
in cements, but is not well adapted even for that pur- 
pose. Chrysotile, on the other hand, has a strong and 
silky fibre, which adaptes it for such materials as as- 
bestos fabrics, household utensils, theater curtains, 
clothing for firemen, etc. 

In Germany, asbestos is known as steinflachs (stone 
flax) and the miners of Quebec give it quite as ex- 
pressive a name—pierre coton (cotton stone). 

Asbestos is mined in open pits, similar to stone quar- 
ries, and although it is found in all parts of the world, 
the mines in Quebec, Canada, are the most famous, 
yielding about 85 per cent of the world’s supply of 
chrysotile. Probably the largest of these mines is that 
owned by the H. W. Johns-Manville Co. of New York. 
In 1879 the output of the Quebec mines was 300 tons, 
which has steadily increased year by year to 50,000 
tons in 1905.

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ELBOWS, ANGLES, TEES AND THIMBLES. 





BY H, E. OSBORNE. 


We will first consider a square two-piece elbow, 
and a very convenient method of cutting it. By a 
square elbow I mean one of go degrees. 

Lay out the blank of sufficient length to make a 
pipe of the desired size, 1874 inches for 6-inch pipe, 
or 22 inches for 7-inch. Then allow as much on each 
side as will be required for locks, or lap if to rivet. 

We will now suppose we are to cut a 7-inch go-de- 
gree elbow in two pieces. We will take a piece of 
sheet iron about 23 inches by 14 inches and mark the 
lines XY and QZ 22 inches apart, and parallel. This 
will leave a half inch for lock on each edge if we have 
previously cut it 23 inches long. 

On the line XY, about 3 inches down from X mark 
A. Three and one-half inches from A mark C, and 7 
inches from A mark B. In the same manner, and at 
the same distances mark on line QZ the points D, F 
and E. A and B, and D and E are each 7 inches apart 
on their respective lines XY and QZ. This is the 
correct distance, because the rise or backset of a 7-inch 
elbow is 7 inches, or just equal to the diameter of the 
pipe. This is the same in any other size, that is, the 
rise for any size of go-degree two-piece elbow is just 
the diameter of the pipe. 

Now span the dividers 3% inches, the radius of the 
pipe, and with one foot at C, describe the semicircle 
A to B. And with one foot at F describe one from 
D to E. Next draw the center line from C to F, and 
with the dividers unchanged place one foot at 3 where 
the center line crosses the semicircle, and mark short 
arcs at 1 and 5. From A same span mark 2, and from 
B mark 4. Proceed the same at the other end of 
pattern, thus dividing each semicircle into 6 equal 
spaces, 

Draw parallel lines from XY to QZ through these 
points, dividing the pattern into 6 unequal spaces, as 
shown in Fig. 1 of elbows. 

Space any one of the parallel lines, or the bottom 
edge of sheet into 12 equal spaces, and draw lines from 
the points perpendicularly, crossing the horizontal lines 
as shown, and draw a freehand line through the alter- 
nate points of intersection, from B to 5, to 8, to 7, to 
10, to § and ending at E. This line is clearly shown 
by the heavy curved line in Fig. 1. 

Cut on this line, and we have the two pieces A and B 
shown in Fig. 2, which, when formed up and locked 
will make a two-piece go-degree elbow with one seam 
in the throat, and one on top. 

To make a roof saddle for the side of a half-pitch 
roof, cut on same line. 

But if for comb of roof, cut from B to 8, then down 
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to 9, up to 10 and down to E, and use the lower piece, 
shown by B of Fig. 3. The other piece resulting from 
this cut is a tee pattern, but without allowance for 
lap, which ‘may be added as desired, as shown by 
dotted.lines in A of Fig. 3. It is, however, the true 
intersection line of the tee. 


A Fig. 3 is also the pattern for a stove pipe thimble

to fit in a corner. And the other piece, B, is a thimble 
to fit the projecting corner of a chimney. 

Thus far we have only been working with angles of 
go degrees. To make patterns for other angles it is 
only required to get the rise of the miter line, and span 
the dividers to equal one-half of it, after which the 
process is the same. The semicircles must be of a 
diameter equal to the required rise.

HARDWARE. 

For the time of year there is a continued good de- 
mand for most lines of heavy and shelf hardware 
throughout the West. The Eastern market, after a 
spurt of activity, has settled down to seasonable 
strength and dealers are catching up on old orders. 

There are indications that a period of stable prices 
is at hand, although these prices are none too high. 
Factory stocks in some classes of goods are low, while 
in others manufacturers report accumulation. The 
record prices of copper are having their effect on the 
hardware market, as is shown in recent advances in 
some lines. Weather conditions throughout the coun- 
try are generally normal, though the Northwest has 
suffered from blizzards, hindering transportation. Col- 
lections are fair. 

Wire nails are in heavy demand in all sections, and 

- Pittsburgh concerns report their product sold up for 
the next two or three months and are behind on their 
deliveries. Cut nails are reported strong with little 
offering and prices firm. In Chicago there is an in- 
creasing demand for both barb and smooth wire, to- 
gether with heavy inquiries for galvanized sheets. 





TIN PLATE. 


Business in tin plates still continues good under a 
heavy demand for delivery during the second and third 
quarters at premiums of 1oc per box. Mills are work- 
ing to their full capacity and have plenty of business 
booked ahead. Prices of raw material continue high 
and an advance in tin plate prices would not be wholly 
unexpected. The present prices stand at $4.09 for 100- 
pound coke plates f. o. b. New York and $3.90 f. o. b. 
Pittsburgh. Tin plates f. o. b. Swansea are I5s.

Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“It is difficult to tell which is the main feature of the 
mzrket—the immense desire of consumers to get iron on old 
contracts, or their anxiety to make sure of their future sup- 
ply. In regard to the first, the lives of the ironmasters and 
sellers of iron are made unhappy at the present time by the 
importunities of the users of iron for faster shipments. 
There is no denying the fact that the situation is very seri- 
ous. A few furnaces in America are up to date on contract 
leliveries, but they are so few as to be almost a negligible 
quantity. Practically all the furnaces in the country are de- 
linquent in deliveries, and most of them from causes quite 
beyond their control—either the failure of the railroads to 
deliver coke and ore promptly, or the lack of railroad cars in 
which to ship the iron that is made. Our transportation 
facilities have proved entirely inadequate to take care of the 
enormous business in both the producer’s and consumer’s 
ends of the iron trade at the present time, and the business 
s actually being hampered because the railroads have fallen 
lown. The situation is worse in the South than anywhere 
lse. At the present time there is no immediate prospect of 
relief. In fact to be perfectly truthful things have been get- 
ting worse instead of better. All of the trunk lines in the 
South are single-tracked roads. They need to be double- 


tracked, and to be provided with much more generous equip- 


ent, and if this is not done history may be expected to 
ep on repeating itself. 

“Buying of iron for spot shipment has been limited this 
‘ek by the absence of enough spot iron to really make a 
tket. Purchasing has mainly been for delivery over the 
ter part of the year. There have been several large tran-

sactions in basic and malleable irons. In foundry irons the 
transactions have not been in wholesale quantities, but the 
tonnage has been heavy, made up of a great many small 
lots from 100 to 500 tons, with here and there a one-thousand 
or two-thousand ton lot. 

“It is our impression that at no season since these stren- 
uous times began have consumers been in quite as much dif- 
ficulty from a lack of iron or a lack of coke as at the present 
time.” 





Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“The year started off well, January developing almost 
a record month of business. The market during the week 
has been strong without unusual features. Prices are firm and 
there is continued interest in business for the last half, as 
well as eagerness on the part of Western buyers to cover for 
immediate needs in small quantity whenever the iron is of- 
fered. A large part of requirements for last half delivery 
have now been covered and a number of buyers have reached 
the point where they prefer to wait until later before covering 
their remaining tonnage. 

“It is of interest to note imports and exports of iron 
and steel products during 1906. Gains are shown in both. 
Imports of foreign pig iron were 379,828 tons, against 212,- 
466 tons in 1905. Exports of steel rails for 1906, 328,036 tons, 
against 205,023 tons in 1905. There has never been a time 
when the demands on makers of structural steel were greater 
than at present. It is estimated that something like 700,000 
tons of structural shapes are planned for. It is stated that 
some 80,000 tons have been contracted for since the first of 
the year, including building and railroad construction work 
of all kinds. 

“The feature of transportation conditions during the last 
few weeks has been the large number of cars and locomotives 
which have been ordered, as against a falling off in railroad 
contracts for bridges and rails. All steel cars are very much 
in evidence in recent contracts. 

“An unusual feature of productive capacity in this coun- 
try during the last six months has been the absence of a 
revival of old stacks. In former periods of pig iron pros- 
perity every advance in prices has been accompanied by old 
plants being quickly made ready and run to take advantage 
of a market which ordinarily their costs would not permit 
their entering. During the last six months the lack of sup- 
ply of raw material and the inability of railroads to get it 
to plants of this character hzs prevented the usual leading 
accompaniment to an advancing market. The productive ca- 
pacity of active blast furnaces is at a higher figure than for 
many years and is the result of the continuous building of 
new plants and the high level at which pig iron prices have 
been ruling. 

“Coke in all districts is strong without marked change 
in prices. Production is off, particularly in the West Virginia 
and Virginia fields, and poor railroad service is causing as 
much trouble as ever. Several contracts for extended deliv- 
ery have been under consideration. The more popular brands 
are well sold up for the first half against their estimated out- 
put, and unless good weather or other fortunate circumsta™ces 
make it possible for them to increase this, changes in brands 
will be necessary with many consumers who have hesitated 
placing their coke business during the early part of 1907.”
